There may have been some who 
signed the petition with the desire that 
the two districts merge 
but we know 
that m any just signed so that the issue 
could be settled by the people of Mc 


Caulley. 


It is our opinion that anyone who holds 
a grudge against anyone just because 
they signed the petition is being grossly 
unfair. It should seem obvious that there 
is no w ay that anyone in Hamlin or in

The new traffic safety regulations that

since one of the provisions will raise the 
minimum a g e for drivers. We have a 
boy 
who just barely 
missed 
taking 
driver's education this year and now 
may have to wait two years, naturally 
he w as not too impressed with the whole 


program. 
From the standpoint of theory we are 
in favor of the new ag e limit but from 
the more practical point of view 
we 
wonder about. 
Since we already have 
too many parents 
who permit 
their 
children to start driving when they are 12 
and 13, and some even younger, 
we 
wonder what is going to happen when 
these kids drive three or four years b e - 
fore they have their licenses. 
We have our boubts whether the p a r­ 
ents involved will gain any will -power 
through the new law and keep their kids 
from driving since they have been vio­ 
lating this law for years. 
We personally do not know at what 
age a child is capable of handling a 
w eapon as dangerous as an automobile 
but to us the worst part of permitting a 
youth to drive without a 
license is 
matter of flaunting the law. This is one 
of the major problems of our nation to­ 
day — to many people do not believe 
that they need obey any law that they 


do not like. 
We only hope that a tighter crack­ 
down on unlicensed drivers comes a- 
long with the new law. 
While on the subject of teenage driving 
we would like to suggest to the legis­ 
lature that 
it might be 
well 
if 
they 
would consider applying the same rules 
to provisional licenses as is applied to 
sports by the U. I. L. — if a youth is not 
making passing grades he should have 
his license 
taken 
aw ay 
until 
he is 
is passing. And if he drops out of school 
he should net be allowed to drive until 


he is 18. 
Any educator will tell you that cars 
and grades do not mix very well and 
particular when kids buy their own cars 
a n d try to keep them up.
